The rebuilding of Highway No. 
23 from High River south is in 
the estimates of the Board of High¬ 
way Commissioners for the year 
1947 and wprk on the highway will 
commence this spring. Confirma¬ 
tion of this information has been 
given The Advocate by Rev. Peter 
Dawson, M.L.A. 

Neglected during the war years, 
the highway is in extremely poor 
condition and in bad weather is 
practically impassable in many 
places. The roadbed has sunk be¬ 
low the level o'f the adjoining fields 
and a complete rebuilding job will 
be necessary. The worst parts, of 
the highway, such as north of 
Champion and between Champion 
and Carmangay, will likely be at¬ 
tended to first. The decision as to 
any change of route necessary will 
be up to the engineers. 

At the present time, bus sched¬ 
ules on Highway 23 are cancelled 
whenever it rains during the sum¬ 
mer, ‘and most private motorists 
travelling to Calgary go due west 
on the gravelled municipal road 
and then north on the hard sur¬ 
face road. The complete rebuild¬ 
ing and resurfacing of the high¬ 
way is necessary if satisfactory 
bus 9 and truck schedules and inter¬ 
town traffic are going to be main¬ 
tained and the news that this work 
will be commenced in the spring 
will be greeted with satisfaction 
by residents of Vulcan, Champion 
and other towns on the highway. 


An agreement has been made 
between the merchant* of the 
town whereby all retail stores in 
Vulcan will close at 9 p.m. on 
Saturdays. 

Farmer* and townspeople are 
asked to note this earlier closing, 
which will he in effect until fur¬ 
ther notice.

■item from families that braved an unknown land in 
tne years from 1800 to 1870. Their children and 
children's children have been farmers, tradesmen, 
learners, doctors, builders, parliamentarian, explor¬ 
ers. They have pushed back the frontiers, estab¬ 
lished the. schools and the churches. The great pub¬ 
lic buildings, the transportation lines, every phase of 
legislative development, are indebted to their crea¬ 
tive forward pressing minds and hands and to the 
taxes they have paid through the decades, The bo¬ 
dies of these forebears have mingled with the soil 
of Canada, the land they loved, the nation they cre¬ 
ated. Surely a simple declaration before a magistrate 
or an K.C.M.P. should be sufficient to establish the 
status of such people as Canadian citizens, good for 
recognition anywhere in the world. And this service 
might very reasonably be given without price by the 
patyiament of their country. 

Nor does there seem justification for imposing new 
expense on citizens who were naturalized under the 
old laws. They too, should be full fledged citizens 
under the new Act, and without a maze of affidavits 
and declarations. 

In the case of future naturalization it is somewhat 
different. Application for citizenship is accompanied, 
or should be, by certain requirements and formali¬ 
ties to impress, the new status upon the applicants. 

Certain basic knowledge of Canada, its government 
and loyalties snould be required before anyone Is ad¬ 
mitted to citizenship. Special education for adults 
precedes or accompanies application, and ceremonies 
are planned to mark the occasion of admission to 
citizenship. With such continuity of procedure, the 
final fee of $5 for citizenship papers does not seem 
very heavy imposition. 

Perhaps those contemplating travel in far parts 
may find citizenship papers desirable, if they aren’t 
too bulky.

It is sad to think that Major 
General Griesbach did not live to 
see his book in published form. But 
the manuscript received his final 
approval before he died. He has 
passed on to Albertans a valuable 
contribution to early history. 

The Financial Post in its book 
rveiew has this to say: 

“The pioneer west of 60 years 
ago, lives again in the pages of 
these salty reminiscences, whose 
author was born in a Hudson’s Bay 
Fort at Qu’Appelle, and who deep¬ 
ly resented being classed as “a 
child” during the rebellion of 1885, 
when he attained the mature age 
of seven years. The late William 
Antrobus Griesbach played more 
roles in his lifetime than the sev¬ 
en which Shakespeare allotted to 
the average man—'bank clerk, ath¬ 
lete, lawyer, volunteer fireman, 
editor, war correspondent, soldier 
in three wars), politician (candi¬ 
date for the Alberta legislature at 
27, “boy mayor” of Edmonton at 
29, member of Parliament at 39, 
Senator at 43). His highly read¬ 
able memoirs are confined largely 
to his early life in the West, and

For all those who enjoy dipping 
into early western history, a book 
by the late Major-General W. A. 
Griesbach is highly recommended. 
It is aptly named “I Remember,” 
and though it deals of general mat¬ 
ters and incidents front the angle 
of personal experience and obser¬ 
vation. every subject is treated ob¬ 
jectively. A mellowness and a fine 
humor flow through the book, 
though the writer is quite candid 
in his continents on some of the 
outstanding western personalities.

A quarter century ago, as Mr. 
Moore points out, Sidney Webb, 
now Lord Pa&sfield, and his wife, 
who drafted a constitution for 
British Socialists said that “Over 
a large part of Europe definitely 
Socialist, administrations are 
now in office.” Twelve years 
ago, Hon. Hugh Dalton, now 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
spoke highly of the Socialist ex¬ 
periment in Italy and which he 
called the more ambitious Social¬ 
ist experiment in Russia. 

Well, the experiments with 
socialism in Europe are not yet 
over, but survey the ruin already 
created there! To be successful, 
socialism must have power, and 
unrestricted power at that, for it 
must compel the many to obey 
the dictates of the few. “Once in¬ 
trenched, the socialist states 
planned for war," says Mr. Moore 
whose reflections, as the title of 
his book indicates, are sober, if 
not somber. “Our days are grey,” 
he concludes, “not only in the 
spectacle of Europe after more 
than two decades of Socialist ad¬ 
ministration; our days are grey 
because, in the aftermath of a 
Socialist-engendered war. Social¬ 
ist parties struggle for ofTice in 
the Npw World with the identical 
strategy and tactics that made 
the Old World what it is today.” 

“Groups haVe never thirsted 
after truth. They demand il- 
lus’ons, and cannot do without 
them. They constantly give 
what is unreal precedence over 
what is real; they are almost 
as strongly influenced by what 
is untrue as by what is true.

New Deal For 
Alberta Forests 

Alberta and federal govern 
menu have agreed on a long range 
plan of forestry and water conser¬ 
vation, This involves conservation 
measures along the eastern slopes 
of the Rockies, where the streams 
which bring life to the prairies 
have their source, Or, to get closer 
to home, it wil be effective along 
the streams which feed the High- 
wood and other mountain rivers. 

Under the agreement the Do¬ 
minion government will spend $6,- 
500,000 over a 5-year period to re¬ 
store the eastern slopes of the 
Rockies, and the Alberta and Do¬ 
minion government share equally 
in the cost of maintenance which 
will be about $250,000 a year. 

This new agreement was an- 
nou nced by Robson Black of Mon¬ 
treal, president of the Canadian 
Forestry Association, in a speech 
at Lethbridge. 

Any reclamation program in the 
watershed of the mountains affects 
all the prairies to Hudson Bay. 
The new irrigation projecU, start¬ 
ed or in prospect, also direct at¬ 
tention to the necessity of conser¬ 
vation. 

During a recent tour in Europe, 
Mr. Black observed how carefully 
forest lands and rivers were pro¬ 
tected and conserved in Switzer¬ 
land and the Scandinavian coun¬ 
tries. It is accepted that forests 
are essential for regular water- 
flow and land fertility. Scandin¬ 
avian countries have been levying 
toll on their forests for centuries, 
but through technical application 
of reforestation, they have left 
those foresU much richer than 
they were originally. It is accept¬ 
ed in these countries that people 
can use a good earth and a good 
forest, and yet leave it a better 
earth and a better forest. In Swed¬ 
en, Norway and Finland the an¬ 
nual average forest loss by fire is 
reduced to 3000 acres a year, while 
by contrast devastation by fire in 
Canada is about 2,500,000 acres a 
jear of timberland. 

Canada has allowed forest fires 
to burn down four times as much 
timber as has been cut down. In 
Alberta watersheds fire has de¬ 
stroyed 30,000 acres of timber a 
year. 

Alberta has 90,000 square miles 
of timberland, 90% of which is 
owned by the province. 

Mr. Black gave examples of 
what is realized by communities 
overseas that own thefr own for- 
people had. eliminated all munici¬ 
pal tax by sale of over-age timber. 
About '60 years ago the parish sold 
the average timber for 3’4 million 
dollars and the interests from this 
takes care of all municipal im¬ 
provements. 

The speaker advised Alberta to 
heed the warning of other coun¬ 
tries in preserving the balance ot 
forest water and land. Many coutr*^ 
tries that are now deserts had once 
been as rich in natural resources as 
Alberta, but tTiey sacrificed the 
proper balance of their resources. 
Mesopotamia invented irrigation, 
but now has no water. Palestine 
stripped its hills of woodland cov¬ 
er and has reaped erosion. Syria, 
Libya and Greece were once rich 
like Alberta, but th$y saw water, 
forests and soils as only fifth rate 
public questions. 

Mr. Rlack warned that the task 
of conserving basic resources must 
be tackled as the whole future 
prosperity depends on this. He 
■said the planning would be a real 
test of government intelligence, 
and that it will also test the Al¬ 
berta citizens’ willingness to stop 
once and for all, the slinshod ex¬ 
ploitation of the country’s resour¬ 
ces. 

Hon. N. E. Tanner, provincial 
minister of lands and mines, gave 
Mr. Black the authorization to 
make the first public announce¬ 
ment of the conservation agree¬ 
ment between Ottawa and the Al¬ 
berta government. •

A FAMILIAR NAME 

“JESUS” is a very familiar 
name throughout the world, and 
though it has been nearly 2000 
years since He ascended into 
heaven, yet it is still used more 
than any othbr name on earth. 
Of the 2,796 languages and dia¬ 
lects, His name and a history 
of Him appears in 1,068 of them 
and it is very seldom that a 
year goes by without it being 
translated into at least three or 
four more. 

There are but a few places 
in the modern world and but a 
few more in the heathen world 
where the name “Jesus" is not 
recognized when it is spoken, 
and most people-who recognize 
the name have a common under¬ 
standing of who He Was and 
why He came into this world. 

Practically every individual 
who knows the name uses it— 
some sacredly—others profane¬ 
ly. Of those who use it pro¬ 
fanely, the majority do sp in 
ignorance and carelessness. 
They are ignorant or they do 
not take time to think of what 
they are doing with the name of 
the “Ruler of the Kings of the 
Earth," else they would not 
use it so. The rest of those who

Whatever the attitude of an 
individual to this name, it still 
remains that “in the name of 
Jesus, EVERY knee shall bow 
and every tongue shall confess 
that Jesus is the Christ to the 
j glory of God the Father.”
